What is probably the first ocean telephone 
call station was opened for public use on May |! 
last, according to an account in the Scientific 
American. Thisisthe Platte Fougere light- 
honse on a rock lying about I 1-4 miles to the 
northwest of Guernsey, Channel Islands. The 
Lighthouse, wh ch has no keeper is fitted with 
a powerfulfog signal, worked from shore by 
means of a submarine cabl . In a fog ships 
creep up guided by the fog horn and drop 
anchor near the lighthouse until the fog lifts 
sufficiently to enable them to takethe narrow 
channel tothe harbors of Guernsey. In such 
case any pilot or ship’s cfficer by climbing the 
lighthouse can ring up Guernsey telephone ex- 
change and report his ship. The telephone 
is reached by climbing a 42-rung ladder to the 
platform outside the lighthouse door. Before 
he can leave the ladder the pilot pushes open 
autrap door which covers the manholein the 
platform. the arrangement is such that the 
pilot cannot open the lighthouse door unti] he 
has shut down the trap door over the man- 
hole. The act of opening the outer lighthouse 
door connects the telephone fitted outside the 
inner door of the lighthouse, which is kept 
losked. Only one wire in the cable is avail- 
able for the telephune, and even this wireis 
required for other purposes, and clesing the 
door after using the telephone connects up 
several tell-tale devises. ‘Tre lighthouse door 
cannot be left open by forgetfulness because 
the pilot must close it before he is able to lift 
the trap door in order to reach the ladder.

ABLE TO STEAM TO PORT 


Tows Vessel Collides With a Big 
Berg—Few Details Are. Available 
But Passenger List Was Small 
—Goes to St. John's, New- 
foundland’ For Repairs. 


MONTREAL, Noy. 3.—The Man- 
chester Commerce struck an iceberg 
while passing through the Stralts of 
Belle Isle early on Saturday morning 
and sustained injuries which, though 
sovere, did not incapacitate her en- 
tirely, for she was subsequently able 
to shape her course for St. John’s, 
Nfid., where she will be docked: for 
overhauling and repair, 

The weather report from Point 
Amour on Saturday morning, as sup- 
plied by the signal station at that 
point, was “cloudy,” no mention be- 
ing made of fog; but fog soLie’*mes 
falls quickly in the straits at this 
time of the year, especially when Ice 
in floating {in the vicinity, so it may 
yet transpire that it was on account 
of sudden fog obscuring ber course 
that the Manchester Commerce mct 
with the accident which competled 
her to maks or the nearest port. 
Meagre details of the accident reach- 
ed bere late last night. 

J. R. Binning, managing director 
of the Furness-Withy Interests in 
Montreal, stated that be had merely 
been informed that the Manchester 
Commerce had struck an Iceberg. As 
to the extent of her njuries he had 
received no details. However, he was

PERIN, Nov. 6.—Thbe struggle be- 

tween the Chinese Parliament and 
President Yuan Sb! Ka! bas brought 
about drastic actlon by the President, 
which In the opinion of many will 
tave a serfous effect on Parllamen- 
tary Government. Lengtby Presiden- 
tial proclamations were issued at mid- 
aight, expelling the Kwo Ming Tang 
party, number imore than 300 mem- 
bers; from Parliament. The proclam- 
‘atlons recount the diMculties witb 
which the Government has beep 
struggling since the Manchu regime, 
and describe the disasters which are 
certain to follow if parties, such as 
the Kwo Ming Tang party, are per- 
mitted to exist. 
The Kwo Ming Tang party was 
formerly beaded by Dr. Sun Yat Sen, 
the first Provisionc! Precident of Chi- 
ba, who ts now in exile, but during 
the recent rebellion was required by 
Yuan Shi Kal to dismiss its soutb- 
ern leaders, Nevertheless, members 
of the party continusd to fight in Par- 
filament for thc curtailment of Yuan 
Shi Kal’s sutbority. 

A crisis wis reached last week 
when the drait of the proposed con- 
stitution made tbe President ubso- 
lutly ~depeudent upon Parliament. 
Martial jaw is ip operation In Pekin; 
tbe authorities are engaged In mak- 
ing arreste and sumu.ary executions, 
which have been numerous since the 
rebe.lion began, It Is understood, will 
continue. Preparations are under 
way for tbe Elder Statesmen, who 
served under the Manchus, to resume 
their positions tp the Cabinet. 

At various legations the opinion 
is bela tbat only by strong action can 
the President prevent the disruption 
of China by her own people. Very 
little tus been accomplished by Par- 
lNament, which has devoted Its time 
to opposing the President since it 
convened, while disorders are spread- 
ing.

Little Time for Long Wedding 
Trips 

It has always been the custom of 
members of the British Royal Family 
to pass the first few days of their 
married life very quietly. King George 
and Queen “fary, for instance, drove 
away {rom Buckingham Palace direct- 
ly after the wedding “breakfast” and 
reception had taken place to York 
Cottage, where they remained for 
some time. 

The Princess Royal . and the late 
Duke of Fife passed their honeymoon 
for the most part In their favorite 
Scotland, subsequently staying for a 
time with Queen Victoria at Balmoral. 
Royal honeymoons, as a rule, are 
rather short since even in the case of 
jonior members of the reigning family 
they have so many public and sem!- 
public duties to perform that they can- 
Bot even at this Interesting period of 
their ilves devote very much time io 
even a wedding holiday. 

When the late King Edward was 
married the honeymoon lasted pre 
cisely nine days, passed at Osborne, 
when the newly-united couple return- 
ed to Windsor to enter upon a jong 
round of exacting public duties. This 
included an evening reception at 8t. 
James’s Palace, when the leading 
figures In London ‘soclety thronged 
to the old palace to do homage to 
the “Sea King’s" falr young daugh- 
ter.

Desecration of Bodies Is Added To 
Horrors of Storm, 


THEDFORD, Ont., Nov, 13.—Ter- 
rible as has been the greatest of the 
Great Lakes tragedies it bas beep 
left for man to make the borror more 
horrible. Last night stermboat off- 
clala returned from Port Franks with 
information that will be placed in the 
hands of the Attorney-General De- 
partment. Not only have they the 
names of men they found carting 
wreckage away from the deatt-strewn 
shore, but they have under surveil- 
lance one man who Is alleged to have 
in his possession $800 taken from a 
forelgner’s belt found on shore, and

The ghouls found three victims of 
the storm In or near a lifeboat of the 
Regina. Two of the men were yis- 
ible, but one body lay In the boltom 
of the boat under water, and this 
fact saved bis body from being dese- 
crated. The latter wads the man ‘den- 
tifed as Lawson of the Regina, and 
the other two are the men at Under- 
taker Woodhull’s bere, and practical- 
ly identified as sustave Olsen of To- 
ronto and L, £. Burton of Montreal.

FARMERS SAVED THEM. 


Sailors of Northern Queen Owe Lives

LONDON, Ont, Nov, 13,—Tales of 
heroism are told of the rescue 3f 22 
men of the crew of the Northern 
Queen, a big lake freighler (hat was 
grcoucded on the beacn at Port Frank 
on Monday morning. 

While breakers rolled in a manner 
that appeared to reoder the loss of 
all tnovitable, th. members of the 
crew strapped on their life belts and 
tried to put off in boats, 

Repeatedly they were thrown into 
the water and their rafts smashed to 
pieces, Farmcrs of the district at- 
tracted to the scene worked r2lor- 
ously.

Cay, the sallors were practically help- 
leas, Starved and frozen, soaked witb 
each succeeding roll of the founder- 
ing ship, they were cast overboard.

The James Carruthers left Fort 
Willlam on Nov, 6 {n company with 
the Wexford, which is known to have 
been lost with all on board . 

As a result of a careful search 
along the shore for miles, part of an 
O~k-finished cabin, pieces of oak 
chairs, part of a pilot house and other 
pleces of the upper works of a lar, + 
steamer were found. It is belleved 
that they belonged to the big 
freighter. 

The James Carruthers was launch- 
ed at Collingwood on May 22 last 
aid was reputed to be the largest boat 
on the great lakes, a:. well as one of 
the most up-to-date. She was 550 
feet long. She ad a gross carrying 
canacity of 15,000 tons on a 29-foot 
draft. She was built of steel on the 
arch and frame web system, leaving 
the holds un-bstructed. She has a 
carrying capacity of 375 carlcads or 
600,000 bushels of wheat. 

in the afternoor three bodies tied 
to a life raft came ashore at Naftel's 
Point, Ove miles down the shore. Cor- 
oner Hunter was immediately noti- 
fied, and upon examining the clothes 
they were found to be Thomas Stone, 
an Indian from the reserve at Sar- 
nla; George L. Smith and John Owen. 
The papers and thelr union cards 
were so badly damaged by water 
that it waa Impossible to get any fur- 
ther information from them.

A BROADSIDE AT CHURCH UNIONISH. 


The question of church union has received 
& broadside from the Presbyterian body, or at 
Seast.a portion thereof, that shows how far re- 
moved we are from any real move towards 
consumating‘union inthe manner that it has 


been presented. As has been before pointed 


out, itis when the question is reached in its fin- 


al relation, and church people are asked to aband- 
on some of the particular views and usages 
held by them from time immemurable, that 
the shoe begins to pinch. [here are plenty 
who believe in a wnion of church forces in 
missionary work who will never stand for the 
loss of the identity of their particular church. 
This apparently holds guod with emphasis in 
regard to others than the Anglican church. 


There isa strong minority, evidently, in 
the Presbyterian body—and it may be a ma- 
jority for allthal can be safely said—who are 
determined that Presbyteranism must be pre- 
served and continued. A committee represent- 
ing these has issued a circular that reviews 
conditions at some length, and puts the ques- 
tion with effect thus: 


The whole question at issue may be 
summed up as fullows—whether it is better 
that the existting denominations in Canada, 





including Anglican, Baptist and others, all liv-| eeeeeeeeeeesecees 


ing and working in harmony, avoiding need- 


preserving their individual liberty, genius and 
outlook, fostering true Christian unity, should 
march forward, side by side. shoulder to shoul- 


er, the armyofthe Lord; or whether there! 


should be forced into the field a new additional 
denomination with the cause of true Christian 
unity turned backward for an indefinite period, 


The circular further goes on to point out 
with truuh tuat, historically, the lands where 
one church has had exclusive sway have al- 
ways suifered from steadily increasing spirit- 
ual deadness solong as that sway continued; 
and there is a growing volume of testimony 
from religious thinkers throughout the world 
that the effurts to achieve Christian unity by 
means of ecclesiastical uniformity, and consol- 
idation can never be effective, because con- 
trary to the laws of spirit and of life. 


We are not going to answer the questiuns 
submitted by this joint committee, but to show 
the division on the question of. church union it 
is interesting to quote the committee’s sum- 
marization of the vote. 


Aiter eight years of discussion the vote was 
taken in our church at the end of 1911, with 
"the result that of the 306,061 communicant 
members and elders reported inthe statistics of 
that date, 115,968, thirty-seven. and a fraction 
per cent., 4 little more than one-third of tne 
¥.hole, voted for orgauic union; 138,400, forty- 
five and a fraction per cent, of the whole, did not 
vole, expressed nu desire for change, while 
51,691 members and elders: voted against or- 
ganic union. ° 


In many of the centres where the subject 
was most fully discussed, the majority vote 
was againstunion. -For example the Presby- 
tery of Toronto had at that date 30,566, mure 
than one-tenth of the whole church ; and the 
vote for union on the present basis %002. In 
the city of Montreal, the majority vote of, the 
membership in most of the large churclies was} 
against-union. In the historic Presbytery of 
Pictou the people gave a majority against un- 
ion, us did these of many other places through. | 
out the charch. 


When the vote was taken in the Methodist 
Church the total nembership as reported in the 
Statistics of that date, was 343,104-- Of these 
192,334, fifiy-six per cent., voted fur union 119, 
929 did not vote expressed no desire for change, 
while 30,841 voted against ending the Methodist 
Church in Canada, 


When the vote was taken in tne Congrega- 
tional Church,-.the total communicant member- 
ship. was 11,253. Ot these 2,933 twenty-six 
voted for union ; 7,597; over 66 percent.. did

CAUSES OF DEPOPULATION 


Canada is facing a serious crisis, particular- 
ly Eastern Canada..--Agriculture, the great ba- 
sic industry, is declining. Rural. communities 
are Josing in population, and consequentiy in 
social, educational, and spirital advanta- 
Ses, 

We kiiow these th ngs but do not appear to 
realize that no more serious condition could 
face any nation than decay at its very heart— 
among the tillers of the soil. Ithas peen well 
said that no nation can rise above ths level of 
its rural citizens. Ifthat be true the promo- 
tion of the greatest happiness, contentment, 
and prosperity among the familieson the 
farms is acountry’s first and most important 
duty. Have we in Canada failed to realize this 
truth ? Or have we heen blind to conditions as 
tiey really are ? 

The rural situation in Tanada, as pointed 
out by Mr. John MacDougall in his book 
“Rural Lifein Canada." is a distressing one. 
Mr. MazDougall estimates the loss of popula- 
tion from the rural Ontario inthe 10 years 
—1901 to 191]—~—at 373,567 people. 

He finds on studying the census that not 
only is population declining, but that the 
country church, country social life, and country 
éducation are all suffering because of the move of 
the population city wards. Ruraldépopulation pre- 
sents therefore as great a problem as the congest- 
ion of peoplein our towns and cities withthe slum 
evil that congestion brings about. Indeed, rur- 
al depopulation is the greater problem of the 
two, for to solve this problem is alsoto solve 
the problem of the slum. The oneis the re- 
sult of the other, 


The problem is largely an economic one and 
among the causes of depopulation hecites the 
decline of village activities and the centralization 
of Industries. The farmer’s boots and sides 
were once maile by the village cobbler. They 
are now the product ofthe great factories lo- 
cated in the'cities: The village wheelwright and 
blacksmith, once an impor ant factor in rural 
economy, has also been largely displaced. The 
tanner has lefc the village for the city. 

A quarter of a century ago the village store- 
keeper was a prospercus man. He was not 
uncommonly the wealthiest man’ in the com- 
munity. His place of business-served in 2 way 
as a social centre. His family and he himself 
were helpers ang leaders in every social ent. 
erprise including the church. Cheapened trun- 
sit then made the big departrrestal store and 
its mail order system possible. With it’ came 
the decline.of the country merchant asa_ force 
of the community. . 

But itis not the declining village popula. 
tion that explaias the enormous loss uf popula- 
tion of rural Canada. Depopulation is chiefly 
due to the removal from the country commun- 
ity of farmers’ households. What is the explan-- 
ation of their removal ? 

Mr. MacDougall first makes mention in 
“Rural life in Canada”’ of the introduction of 
improved machinety as a cause of rural depop- 
ulation: He says; ‘The census Bureay of 
the United States in a report dealing with the 
census of 1890, puvlished a comparative table 
covering the ‘ nine principal farm prod. 
ucts in 1850, and showing that whereas 570,000- 
000, days labor — that of 1,900,000 persons 
for 300 days—were required tu produce them 
the same amount of the same’ staples 
in 1850 were. accounted 400,000.

CHICAGO, Nov. 17.—War agalnst| j 


“legalized murder” by surgeons who 
are commissioned to wield the knife 
before they have been sufficiently 
trained, was declared at the closing 
session of the Clinical Congress Sat- 
urday. 

To prevent “criminal malpractice” 
so fur as possible, the congress ap- 
pointed a committee to visit the State 
Legislatures of this country and the 
provinces of Canada to urge enact- 
ment of the following into law: 

“Require physicians to have five 
years’ experience in general medical 
practice before permitting them to 
practice surgery, ordering that two 
years of thelr practice be passed In 
active hospital wor: or under the di- 
rection of a surgeon generally recog- 
nized as of the bighest attainments; 
requiring medical colleges to give full 
clinical; advantages as part of their 
courses in medicine.” 











Captain McNabb Is Dead. 

COLLINGWOOD, Noy. 17. — Cap- 
tain James McNabb died here yester- 
day. He was an old master mariner 
and had served in both sailing vessels 
and steamers. He also was in charge 
of one of Lord Wolseley’s boats In 
the Red River expedition, and held 
the medal for this servicc, which was 
sent to him by the general personally.

>. tenth of the first policy holders are women. 
: Tne average age of the beneficiaries is 29. No 
new offices are created to operate oe business.

-BOYCOTTING ONTARIO. 


Frnit Man Says American Syndicate 
Controls Western Trade. 

TORONTO, Nov. 21. — A if'rect 
charge that many of the wholesale 
jcvbers of western Canada are ‘bp 
league to boycott Canudian, and par- 
tieularly Ontario-e-own, fruit was 
inade at yesterday's session of the 
fruit growers’ convention by Mr. Ro 
ert Thompson, managed of the St. 
Catharines Cold Storage & Forward- 
ing (9. Mr. Thompson declared tha: 
“most Of .ue Jubbers there are con- 
trolled by an American syndicate, 
which is not in sympathy with Cana- 
dian growers, and which wishes to 
corner the market for frult shipped 
in from the United States. We are, 
to a great extent, at the mercy of 
this syndicate, for even now they 
buy Canadian fruit, re-label It, and 
sel It as American in order to build 
up the trade In United States stuff.” 

This adverse combination was, in 
the opinion of the speaker, quite as 
much the cause of the loss of tho 
western trade to the Ontario grower 
as was the carsless packing with 
which the latter is charged. The 
packing done in Ontafio orchards was 
vastly improved, he said, and the 
three bundred box lots In the Trans- 
portation building would compare 
favorably with boxes packed any- 
where in the world. He took issue 
with the pessimistic tone of the presi- 
dentia) address, and prophesied that 
the Canadian market would continue 
indefinitely to absorb all the fruit 
produced in Ontarlo, provided com- 
mon sense is used In the distribution. 
Mr. Tuompson warned the growers 
acainst spasmeiic production, ac- 
cording to the whims of the market. 
“The nian who gives up when prices 
are low, and plants and produces 
heavily when prices are high, will al- 
ways be the’ under dog," be declared. 


TIMBER BLOWN D:!WN. 


Heavy Loss Occasioned In Forests by 
Recent Gale. 

THESSALON, Ont., Nov. 21.— 
Woodsmen and hunters now coming 
out of the timber country in and ad- 
Jacent to the Mississauga forest re- 
serve report that a vst amount of 
damage had been cased by the re- 
cent great storm to the standing 
timber, While there is a difference of 
opinion as to the extent of the dam- 
age done, all who bave been In the 
back townships admit that It is tre- 
mendous. - One man estimates the 
amount of fallen timber at not less 
than forty per cent. » 

Not only will the loss from fallen 
timer be great, but it greatly In- 
creases the danger from fire during 
the next season and for summers to 
come unless steps are taken to pre- 
yent it. Lumbermen in thy limits

HE CONVEYS A WARNING 








Provisional President Tells Deputies 
Why He Put Their Predecessors In 
Prison and Avoids Discussion of 
International . Situation—Sol- * 
@iers, Police and Detectives 
Appear In Profusion, 


MEXICO CITY, Nov. 21.—His faco 
showing none of that whimsical hum- 
or “which sometimes charactérizes 
him, President Huerta last evening 
appeared before the new Mexican 
Congress and @ead his message. Few 
Mexican Presideats have read at the 
formal.opening sessions of Congress 
sborter messages, aac few have con- 
fined themselves so entirely to one 
subject. It was nothing more than 
a terse explanation of his motives for 
dissolving the old Congress, most of 
the members of \ hich are now in the 
penitentiary accused of sedition. 

The Senate and Chamber of Depu- 
tler met in joint session, and Congress 
was formally declared convened at 
6.30 o'clock in the evening. President 
Huerta came ‘o the Congress througb 
Ines of troops, : nd the small crowds 
which gathered were not demonstra- 
tive. 

There were no extraneous frills to 
the session. It was more in the na- 
ture of a Ittle business. meeting of 
the President and the men converted 
into lawmakers during the recent s0- 
called elections, The message wen. 
Huerta bore to them was, in ita es- 
sence, an admonition. The incident 
he related to them of the previous 
Congress was one by which it was 
intimated they might be guided tn 
their conduct as Congressmen. 

Acknowledging the plaudits and 
vivas on the Congressmen and spec- 
tators, as he moved down the aisle, 
by a series of military salutes, Gen. 
Huerta looked nm stern figure. Like 
the Congressmen, he was evening 
clothes, the only touch of rank belng 
the tri-color across his breast. In a 
half circle behind him on the plat- 
form, sat bis staff, resplendent in 
gold lace and full dress uniform, and 
grouped just below on the floor of the 
House, were members of the Cabinet. 

It was a carefully selected aud- 
tence. Tickets were necessary to pass 
into the building, and a falr part of 
the space was occupied by police and 
plainclcthesmen. There were few 
empty chairs. In the entire audtence 
there were perbaps ten women, but 
none representative of the city’s fash- 
lonable element. 

A technical violation of the law 
created comment. Gen. Huerta’s staff 
filed in wearing sidearms, The swords 
in evidence at the sicesa of the mem- 
bers of Gen. Huerta's staff appeared 
to émphasize the fact that bis is a 
military administration. ~ 

Outside the building throughout 
the session a strong force of soldiers 
guarded all the approaches; patrols 
tode the street for several blocks 
“round, and still other troops were 
stationed in small detachr ents .fur- 
ther out. None of these, however, 
had trouble with the crowds.

Among those on board 
were severa) distinguished naval offi- 
vere headed by Admiral Baron Minoro 
Saito, Minister of Marine. 

The captain in command of the 
cruiser, Capt. Keizaburo Moriyama, is 
regarded as one of the most able offi- 
cers of the Japanese navy. He Is 
sald to be very tactful and capable of 
handling any international question 
which may possibly arise. He speaks 
English and French. The cruiser will 
proceed by way of Honolulu to Man- 
zanillo. ‘

QUEBEC, ‘Nov. a —In- a \ Cointy

As to the vexed 
question of the foghorn, it was c’ear- 
ly shown that It was not blowing un- 
tll 11 p.m., or later, but Lighthouse 
Keeper Robinson declared that all the 
foghorns on the lakes could not have 
saved the vessels out on the lake that 
night.

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THE MAPLE 


This Tree is Very Important tn On 
tarlo’s Industries 


Maple 1s the most important hard- 
wood used by Ontario's industries, 
over three-quarters of a billion (750, 
000,000) feet being used every year. 
The wood is divided into two classes 
by manufacturers: . hard maple and 
soft maple. 

Maple is a hard, stiff material, and 
ita value depends chiefly on. these 
two qualities. It is difficult to season 
and shrinks considerably and checks 
badly; it is also quite perishable, but 
it does not warp nor twist after be 
ing properly seasoned. The soft 
maple is slightly tougher but softer 
and lighter than hard maple, and is 
not used in vbry large quantities, 

Accidental forms with the grain 
curled and contorted, known as-curly 
maple and bird's-eye maple, are com- 
mon and are highly prized for decor- 
ative work. 

Maple does not grow In any quan- 
tity north of the 49th parallel in On: 
tario, and. is practically confined to 
the basin of the Great Lakes. It sél- 
dom grows in pure stands like pine 


Or spruce, and the quantity still stand- 


ing would be dificult even to estl- 
mate. The material is used by twenty- 
eight industries, heading the list in 
six ‘of them. The greatest quantities 
are. used for hardwood flooring, wood 
distillation nnd furniture. For these 
Purposes and for all others where 
strength and stiffness are not of para- 
mount importance, birch could be sub- 
stituted in’ many cases, and is being
